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Small  stone  cottage  near  New  Jerusalem  Church,  which  was  probably  built  by  Frederick  Leiby  shortly  after  he 
was  granted  the  land  in  1741.  The  small  addition  to  the  right  was  built  at  a  later  date. 
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Foreword 


The  Committee  hopes  that  this  volume  will  have  value 
for  the  members  of  our  family,  present  and  future,  in  re¬ 
minding  them  of  the  courage  and  foresight  of  Frederick 
and  Maria  Mettlina  Leiby,  who  went  from  their  native  land 
to  a  wilderness  so  that  their  children  and  their  children’s 
children  might  live  in  the  New  Jerusalem  they  envisioned 
in  these  western  shores;  of  the  endless  patience  and  toil  of 
generations  of  others  who  carved  out  farmlands  from 
wooded  Pennsylvania  hillsides  so  that  their  children  might 
live  better  lives;  of  earnest  men  and  women  who  lived  each 
day  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  hoping,  not  to  be  first  among 
their  neighbors,  but  to  deserve  their  friendship  and  respect. 
No  one  will  claim  a  place  for  them  among  the  great  families 
of  our  nation;  no  one,  we  hope,  can  accuse  them  of  failing 
to  bear  their  share  of  the  work  of  creating  the  land  that  the 

first  settlers  hoped  to  see.  jL36 

In  the  conviction  that  some  knowledge  of  our  fore¬ 
bears  could  only  strengthen  and  encourage  their  descend¬ 
ants,  the  late  Elias  B.  Leiby  worked  long  and  earnestly  to 
collect  the  material  which  has  provided  the  foundation  for 
this  volume.  The  Committee  hopes  that  good  use  has  been 
made  of  his  work. 
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The  Leiby  Family 
First  Generation 

Friedrich  Leiby  —  born  1695  Maria  Mettlina 

Friedrich  Leiby,  the  ancestor  of  the  Leiby  family  in 
America,  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  the  ship  “Samuel”  on 
August  17,  1733,  at  the  age  of  38  years.  With  him  were  his 
wife,  Maria  Mettlina  Leiby,  and  four  children:  Jacob,  13, 
Michael,  10,  Wolrick,  4,  and  Catharina,  1. 

The  ship  had  sailed  from  Rotterdam,  the  Dutch  port  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Rhine,  from  which  thousands  of  other  Germans, 
Swiss  and  French  left  for  America,  after  a  long  journey  down  the 
Rhine  from  their  homes  in  the  Palatinate  or  Switzerland. 
Robert’s  “History  of  Lehigh  County”,  published  about  seventy- 
five  years  ago,  says  that  Frederick  Leiby  and  his  family  started 
from  their  native  Switzerland  with  the  intention  of  going  to 
Brazil,  but  determined  upon  a  change  of  destination  en  route 
down  the  Rhine.  Family  tradition  has  been  that  the  travellers 
first  stopped  in  England,  which  probably  referred  only  to  the 
brief  stop  at  an  English  port  which  all  vessels  from  Holland  made 
before  proceeding  to  the  British  colonies,  though  England  had 
held  thousands  of  religious  refugees  from  the  Rhineland  in  the 
early  eighteenth  century  and  it  is  conceivable  that  the  Leibys 
may  have  been  among  them  for  a  time.  If  there  was  a  change  of 
plan  from  Brazil  to  Pennsylvania,  that  was  not  unusual,  for  many 
emigrants  left  the  upper  Rhineland  believing  that  this  or  that 
government  was  willing  to  pay  their  way  to  the  new  world,  only 
to  find  at  Rotterdam  that  they  would  have  to  pay  their  own  way, 
all  too  often  by  binding  themselves  as  indentured  servants. 
Friedrich  Leiby  was  a  landowner  soon  after  he  arrived  in 
America,  so  we  may  assume  that  he  paid  his  own  way  to  these 
shores. 

It  was  a  day  in  which  thousands  of  Protestants  were  pouring 
out  of  upper  Rhineland,  convinced  that  Pennsylvania  and  the 
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new  world  offered  their  only  hope  of  securing  religious  freedom 
after  a  century  of  religious  war  and  persecution.  Thirty  thou¬ 
sand  of  them  arrived  in  Pennsylvania  within  a  few  decades  in  the 
early  1700s.  If  Frederick  Leiby  was  Swiss,  he  was  not  a  religious 
refugee  in  any  immediate  sense,  for  Switzerland  did  not  perse¬ 
cute  followers  of  the  Reformed  religion,  but  many  earnest  Euro¬ 
peans,  of  whatever  country,  felt  that  God  intended  to  raise  up  a 
new  Zion  on  these  western  shores,  where  men  and  the  Reformed 
religion  would  both  prosper.  The  Swiss  government  is  said  to 
have  been  finally  obliged  to  take  action  to  discourage  the  emi¬ 
gration. 

The  ship’s  list  as  prepared  by  English  clerks  at  Philadelphia 
shows  Frederick’s  name  as  Friedrich  Leyday.  His  own  signa¬ 
ture,  in  a  small,  neat  hand,  reads  Friedrich  Leiby  plainly  enough. 
Understandably,  the  name  has  been  spelled  in  a  great  variety  of 
ways.  Friedrich  himself  seems  to  have  sometimes  spelled  it 
“Leibi”,  but  “i”  and  “y”  were  wholly  interchangeable  at  that 
time.  He  also  seems  to  have  sometimes  signed  “John  Friedrich 
Leiby.”  Here  again,  the  name  John  was  often  given  to  Swiss 
children — in  fact  often  to  more  than  one  child  in  the  same 
family — the  second  name  being  the  one  regularly  used. 

In  any  case,  Friedrich’s  signature  on  the  ship’s  papers  leaves 
no  doubt  that  the  name  was  Leiby,  and  not  Leyday  or  Leidy  or 
Leibig  or  any  other. 

Within  five  years  after  his  arrival  in  America,  Friedrich 
Leiby  had  moved  to  Oley,  a  small  settlement  in  Berks  County. 

Oley  was  somewhat  better  known  than  its  size  would  have 
indicated.  In  the  first  place,  some  at  least  of  its  people  had  come, 
not  from  the  port  at  Philadelphia,  but  from  the  earlier  Palatinate 
settlements  on  the  Hudson  River,  by  way  of  Schoharie,  New 
York.  It  was  also  celebrated  among  Pennsylvania  Germans 
because  it  included  among  its  settlers  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
of  the  German  religious  sects  in  Pennsylvania;  indeed,  the  sect 
had  been  founded  there.  These  men  called  themselves  the  “New 
Born”;  they  believed  that  their  new  birth  involved  an  inner  illu- 
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mination  of  the  spirit  by  which  the  Scriptures  as  well  as  the  sacra¬ 
ments,  ministers  and  teaching  were  made  useless.  [John]  Fried¬ 
rich  Leiby  [Leibi]  himself  signed  a  report  to  the  church  authori¬ 
ties  on  February  4,  1739,  saying  that  these  men  “without 
hesitation  declared  themselves  to  be  equal  to  God  and  greater 
than  our  Savior;  they  pretended  to  be  free  from  sin  and  more 
such  things  which  it  would  be  too  much  to  relate  here  in  detail.” 
[Minutes  and  Letters  of  Coetus  of  Pennsylvania  1734-1792.] 

Friedrich  Leiby,  who  evidently  took  a  prominent  place  in 
Reformed  church  affairs  at  Oley  from  the  day  of  his  arrival 
there,  found  that  church  torn  asunder  by  the  differences  be¬ 
tween  the  adherents  of  two  Reformed  ministers  who  sometimes 
preached  there,  Boehm  and  Goetschius.  He  seems  to  have 
allied  himself  with  the  Boehm  faction.  It  was  a  time  of  religious 
controversy  and  Boehm  was  not  blameless  in  the  quarrels,  but 
it  was  equally  a  time  of  great  religious  zeal. 

Oley  was  not  only  the  home  of  the  New  Born,  it  was  also 
a  center  of  Moravian  activity  [Letters  of  John  Philip  Boehm, 
Hincke;  See  also  Ecclesiastical  Records  of  the  State  of  New 
York],  a  denomination  which,  though  solid  enough  in  theology, 
was  equally  opposed  by  earnest  supporters  of  the  Reformed 
church.  If  the  friction  among  the  Reformed,  the  controversies 
with  the  Moravians,  the  differences  with  Lutherans  and  the  open 
warfare  with  the  New  Born  were  not  enough,  Oley  also  included 
that  rare  man  among  Pennsylvania  Germans,  the  atheist.  “It  is 
almost  incredible”,  Muhlenberg  wrote  [I  Journals  of  Henry 
Melchior  Muhlenberg  138],  “what  hard  and  heartless  expressions 
some  bold  and  dissolute  persons  give  vent  to  in  this  free,  un¬ 
bridled  country.  One  of  our  churchmen,  as  the  Lutherans  and 
Reformed  are  called,  approached  a  rich  scoffer  in  Oley  township 

and  desired  to  borrow  some  money.  The  rich  man  said  to  the 

• _ 

poor  man,  do  you  know  who  my  God  is?  The  poor  man 
replied  ‘No’.  The  rich  man  pointed  to  his  manure  pile  outside 
the  door  and  said:  ‘There  is  my  God;  he  gives  me  wheat  and 
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everything  I  need.’  The  poor  man  was  horrified  and  rebuked 
him  for  such  blasphemy.  The  rich  man  said,  ‘Well,  if  you  don’t 
like  my  God,  you’ll  have  to  borrow  money  from  your  own,  the 
one  you  pray  to  and  go  to  church  for.’  The  poor  man  went 
away  and  refused  to  take  anything.” 

Another  scoffer,  admonished  to  give  some  thought  to  the 
hereafter,  “replied  that  he  had  long  since  thought  of  his  death 
and  decided,  so  far  as  his  soul  was  concerned,  to  enter  into  a 
swine,  since  he  was  fond  of  pork  anyhow.”  Muhlenburg  added 
that  the  man  later  “hanged  himself  in  his  own  house.” 

In  February,  1740,  Frederick  Leiby  joined,  as  deacon,  in 
signing  Oley’s  pledge  toward  the  salary  of  a  new  minister,  and 
Peter  Leiby  (Leibi)  signed  the  same  instrument  as  elder  of  the 
Reformed  Church  at  Maxatawny.  (Letters  of  John  Philip 
Boehm,  Hincke,  283,  289,  364.)  (Peter  Leiby’s  name  appears 
on  none  of  the  ship’s  lists,  which  were  of  course  not  always  wholly 
complete.  He  may  have  come  to  America  with  Frederick  and  he 
may  conceivably  have  come  to  the  Oley  area  from  the  Hudson 
River  settlements.  He  was  old  enough  and  well  enough  re¬ 
spected  to  be  elected  to  the  office  of  elder  of  the  Maxatawny 
church.)  Some  of  the  sons  of  Frederick  were  later  among  the 
principal  early  figures  in  the  New  Jerusalem  church,  on  Maiden 
Creek. 

A  son,  Friedrich  Leiby2,  born  in  1735,  appears  to  have  been 
the  first  Leiby  born  in  America.  Killean  Leiby,  a  Revolutionary 
soldier,  was  probably  a  younger  son  of  Friedrich1.  He  may  have 
had  other  children  at  a  later  date.  There  is  little  recorded  in¬ 
formation.  The  New  Jerusalem  (Dunkel’s)  Church,  organized 
in  1744,  lists  baptisms,  but  gives  only  the  date,  the  name  of  the 
child,  and  the  sponsors. 

On  August  16,  1738,  there  was  issued  to  Frederick  Leiby 
(Leybey)  a  land  warrant  for  201  acres  “with  allowance  of  six 
percent”  for  roads,  on  a  branch  of  the  Manahatawney  Creek, 
Berks  County  (then  a  part  of  Philadelphia  County)  at  or  near 
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Oley.  This  warrant  was  assigned  to  Benjamin  Shoemaker  of 
Philadelphia. 

A  warrant  dated  June  30,  1741,  by  the  Proprietors  of  the 
Colony  was  issued  to  Frederick  Leiby  (Lybey)  for  100  acres 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Maiden  Creek.  The  official  survey 
pursuant  to  the  above  warrant  shows  167  acres,  34  perches,  and 
allowance. 

A  warrant  dated  May  8,  1751,  was  issued  to  Frederick 
Leiby  (Levy)  for  25  acres  “between  his  own  land  &  John 
Dunghill  (Dunkel)  on  andelanny  (Ontelaunee)  Creek.”  The 
official  survey  shows  37  acres,  150  perches.  The  Ontelaunee 
Creek  is  about  one  and  a  half  miles  distant.  (Maiden  Creek  and 
Ontelaunee  are  two  names  applied  to  the  same  stream.  Its  upper 
reaches  are  probably  more  frequently  designated  Ontelaunee,  and 
the  lower  as  Maiden  Creek. ) 

By  grant  dated  May  7,  1810,  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  “in  consideration  of  the  moneys  for  the  warrants 
paid  by  Frederick  Leiby,  and  the  sum  of  $271.50  paid  by  Jacob 
Leiby”,  there  was  granted  to  Jacob  Leiby  “a  certain  tract  of  land 
called  Friendship  in  Greenwich  Township,  Berks  County.  Be¬ 
ginning  at  a  stone  thence  by  land  of  Peter  Dunkel”,  etc.,  con¬ 
taining  205  acres  and  15  perches  with  the  allowance  of  six 
percent,  “which  tract  was  surveyed  in  pursuance  of  two  warrants 
one  dated  the  30th  of  June  1741  and  the  other  dated  the  8th 
day  of  May  1751,  both  granted  to  Frederick  Leiby,”  etc. 

Ownership  of  this  farm  has  for  more  than  two  hundred 
years  continued  in  a  Leiby  descendant.  The  original  Frederick 
Leiby  and  his  wife,  and  probably  other  members  of  the  family, 
were  buried  on  it.  The  stone  grave  markers  were  buried  under 
the  surface  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  cultivation.  One  of  them, 
recently  recovered,  is  marked  “IAKL,  1755”  possibly  the  stone 
of  Jacob2,  or  of  a  child  of  Frederick  or  Jacob.

Friedrich  Leiby  1735-1817  Susanna  Jerger  1740-1805 

Friedrich  Leiby2,  who  was  born  May  7,  1735,  and  died 
March  28,  1817,  was  the  first  Leiby  born  in  America.  He  and 
his  wife  Susanna  Jerger  lie  buried  side  by  side  in  the  New 
Jerusalem  Church  cemetery.  Her  name  is  difficult  to  decipher  on 
the  much  weathered  tombstone;  it  appears  to  be  Jerger,  but  it 
may  have  been  Jergan  or  Jorgan.  She  was  born  February  15, 
1740,  married  Friedrich2  in  1758,  and  died  November  28,  1805. 
Six  children  are  accounted  for:  Matthias,  George,  Jacob,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  Barbara,  and  Susanna.  All  were  living  at  the  time  of 
Frederick’s2  death  except  George,  who  had  died  leaving  six 
children. 

Frederick  Leiby2  was  licensed  as  an  Indian  trader. 

He  served  in  the  American  Revolution  as  follows:  March  22, 
1777,  enlisted  for  three  years  in  Captain  Schott’s  Independent 
Company;  Schott  having  been  wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  this 
company  was  for  a  period  under  the  command  of  Captain  Selin; 
August  10  to  September  10,  1780,  6th  Battalion,  Colonel  Heister, 
Captain  Baldy’s  Company  Berks  County  Militia;  October  1  to 
October  17,  1781,  Colonel  Ely’s  Battalion,  Captain  Ladich’s 
Company,  Berks  County  Militia. 

Other  Berks  County  Leibys  who  served  in  the  Revolution 
were  John,  Killian,  Matthis,  Samuel,  William,  and  Jacob  Leiby 
(Penn.  Archives  5th  series). 
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Third  Generation 

Johann  Jacob  Leiby  1766-1862  Rosina  Dunkel  1771-1840 

Johann  Jacob  Leiby3,  the  son  of  Frederick2  above,  was 
born  April  11,  1766,  and  died  December  5,  1862.  His  wife, 
Rosina  Dunkel,  was  the  daughter  of  Peter  Dunkel  (1734-1793) 
and  the  granddaughter  of  Johannes  Dunkel  who  arrived  on  the 
ship  “Thistle”  which  qualified  at  Philadelphia  August  29,  1730. 
A  warrant  was  obtained  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  name  of  Peter 
Dunkel  adjoining  the  land  covered  by  the  warrant  to  Frederick 
Leiby. 

He  built  the  stone  farmhouse  at  the  old  family  homestead, 
marked  in  the  gable  “IJL,  1815”.  Johann  Jacob  Leiby  and  his 
wife  Rosina  are  buried  at  New  Jerusalem  Church. 

In  Miscellaneous  Book  13,  page  628,  in  the  Recorder’s 
Office  of  Berks  County,  there  is  recorded  a  release  to  the  ex¬ 
ecutor  of  the  estate  of  Jacob  Leiby,  late  of  Greenwich  Township, 
from:

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Fourth  Generation 

Daniel  Leiby  1794-1867  Susanna  Lichty  1800-1880 

Daniel  Leiby4,  son  of  Jacob  Leiby3,  was  born  April  19, 
1794,  and  died  December  6,  1867.  He  married  Susanna 
Lichty  (March  28,  1800-October  27,  1880).  Susanna  was 
the  daughter  of  David  Lichty  (1777-1831)  and  Susanna  Bach¬ 
man.  David  Lichty  is  buried  at  the  New  Jerusalem  Church. 
His  farm  was  south  of  Klinesville,  and  about  1916  was  the 
William  Moyer  farm.  He  had  four  children:  Abraham,  Rachel 
(Mrs.  Peter  Weiss),  Mrs  Reuben  Schwartz,  and  Susanna  (Mrs. 
Daniel  Leiby).  Daniel4  and  his  wife  Susanna  are  buried  at 
Zion’s  Church,  West  Penn. 

The  old  Daniel  Leiby4  homestead  is  situated  in  West  Penn 
Township.  It  lies  east  of  Zion’s  Church  on  a  now  secondary 
road  which  connects  about  half  a  mile  north  of  Snyders  with 
Route  29  (at  the  old  Reuben  F.  Leiby  Hotel  in  Leibysville)  and 
runs  easterly  toward  Lehighton.  The  buildings  are  several  hun¬ 
dred  yards  off  this  road  in  a  meadow.  These  premises,  97  acres 
and  106  perches,  were  conveyed  by  Daniel  Leiby4  and  Susanna 
his  wife,  to  their  son  Reuben  Leiby3  by  deed  dated  March  6, 
1854,  and  recorded  on  February  10,  1916,  in  Schuylkill  County 
Records  Book  356,  page  9.  The  deed  contains  the  following: 
“It  being  a  part  of  a  larger  tract  of  land  which  was  granted  by 
the  Orphan’s  Court  of  Schuylkill  County  (by  decree)  dated  the 
25th  day  of  July  A.  D.  1825,  unto  Abraham  Lichty,  who  by 
his  deed  dated  the  13th  day  of  February  A.  D.  1826,  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  therein  mentioned  granted  the  same  unto  Daniel 
Leiby’’,  etc.  Daniel4  and  his  wife  Susanna  occupied  the  premises 
prior  to  that  date,  probably  from  the  time  of  their  marriage  in 
1817  or  1818.  Daniel  L.  Leiby5  was  born  there  in  1823;  his 
elder  brother  Jonas3  was  born  January  25,  1819. 

Later  generations,  viewing  the  countryside  of  northeastern 
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Berks  and  northwestern  Lehigh  Counties,  with  its  productive 
farms  and  fine  old  homes,  might  well  wonder  what  induced 
Daniel4  to  make  his  home  away  from  his  family  across  the  Blue 
Mountain,  where  there  were  still  many  of  the  characteristics  of  a 
semi-wilderness.  (It  is  related  that  one  year  the  wolves  stole 
and  carried  off  the  pigs  —  which  could  not  have  been  very 
large  —  and  the  Leiby  family  had  no  pork  that  winter. )  Elias 
Leiby6  developed  a  theory  to  explain  the  removal  of  his  grand¬ 
father  Daniel4  from  Berks  County  to  Schuylkill.  The  explana¬ 
tion  fits  the  known  facts,  and  it  may  be  the  correct  one. 

Daniel4  in  his  early  years  was  a  wagoner,  transporting 
goods  and  wares  to  and  from  Philadelphia.  His  grandfather, 
Friedrich2,  was  licensed  as  an  Indian  trader;  it  may  be  assumed 
that  West  Penn,  across  the  Blue  Mountain,  was  a  part  of  his 
territory  in  which  goods  were  traded  both  with  Indians  and  with 
the  new  white  settlers,  and  that  Daniel4  transported  the  trade 
goods.  Just  as  in  modern  times  railroad  men  usually  live  at 
terminal  points  or  ends  of  divisions,  so  in  earlier  days  a  wagoner 
might  choose  to  establish  permanent  quarters  at  or  near  a  trading 
point  which  was  the  terminus  of  his  wagon  route.  It  was  the 
opinion  of  Elias6  that  for  such  a  reason  his  grandfather  removed 
to  West  Penn. 

Elias6  also  adduced  this  information,  as  evidence  that  mem¬ 
bers  of  earlier  generations  than  the  fourth  might  have  come  into 
Schuylkill  County:  “It  is  my  definite  recollection  that  years  ago 
I  saw  a  grave  marker  —  Mathis  Leiby  —  in  the  very  oldest  cor¬ 
ner  of  Zion’s  Cemetery.  Subsequently  markers  were  moved  to 
align  them  in  rows.  I  have  not  been  able  to  relocate  a  marker 
for  Mathis,  the  eldest  son  of  Friedrich2.  There  is  in  this  very  old 
portion  a  marker  ‘Elizabeth  Leiby  wife  of  Matheus  Leiby;’  she 
was  born  Mayer,  June  7,  1761  —  died  August  29,  1828.” 

The  children  of  Daniel4  and  Susanna  were:

Johann  Friedrich  Steigerwalt —  born  1731 

Catherine  Hesserin  —  born  1734 

Johann  Friedrich  Steigerwalt1,  born  April  27,  1731; 
and  his  wife  Catherine  Hesserin,  born  May  15,  1734,  emi¬ 
grated  from  Forbach  or  from  a  nearby  place,  in  the  province  of 
Alsace,  which  was  then  a  part  of  France.  They  arrived  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  on  the  Ship  “Brittania”  on  October  26,  1767.  With 
them  came  four  sons,  John  or  Johann,  the  oldest;  Carl  Otto, 
born  1760;  Johann  Petrus,  born  1762;  and  Andreas,  born  1766. 
Three  additional  children  were  born  in  America:  Maria  Cath¬ 
erine,  Johann  Friedrich  II,  and  Johann  George.  It  appears  that 
the  Steigerwalts  upon  their  arrival  settled  in  Greenwich  or  a 
neighboring  township  in  Berks  County. 


Second  Generation 

Johann  Petrus  Steigerwalt  1762-1840 

Christina  Hollenbach  1760-1855 

Johann  Petrus  Steigerwalt2  was  born  on  October  6, 
1762,  and  died  September  15,  1840.  On  September  8,  1785, 
he  married  Christina  Hollenbach  (January  4,  1760-Sep- 
tember.  10,  1855).  They  moved  across  the  Blue  Mountain  to  or 
near  to  the  present  site  of  Andreas,  West  Penn  Township,  Schuyl¬ 
kill  —  then  part  of  Northampton  County.  A  county  history 
says  that  the  Steigerwalt  family  was  the  third  which  moved  across 
the  Blue  Mountain,  then  the  barrier  between  the  Indians  and  the 
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whites.  They  lived  under  a  spreading  oak  until  their  crude 
cabin  was  completed. 

Johann  Petrus2  and  his  wife  Christina  are  buried  at  Ben 
Salem  Church  in  the  Mahoning  Valley. 


Third  Generation 

Daniel  Steigerwalt  1796-1885  Mary  Hoffman  Died  1836 

Daniel  Steigerwalt3,  one  of  the  eleven  children  of 
Johann  Petrus  Steigerwalt2,  was  born  May  24,  1796,  and  died 
September  19,  1885.  Daniel3  had  three  wives:  Maria  Ruch, 
Mary  Hoffman,  and  Susanna  Sechler.  By  his  second  wife, 
Mary  Hoffman,  he  had  these  children:  Solomon,  Daniel4,  and 
Mary. 


Fourth  Generation 

Mary  Steigerwalt4,  daughter  of  Daniel  Steigerwalt3,  was 
born  August  28,  1830,  and  died  January  9,  1877.  She  was  the 
wife  of  Daniel  L.  Leiby5,  (1823-1901). 


Note 

Readers  interested  in  learning  more  of  the  descendants  of 
Johann  Freidrich  Steigerwalt1  are  referred  to  the  booklet  entitled: 
“History  of  the  Steigerwalt  Family;  Origin  in  Schuylkill,  Carbon, 
and  Berks  Counties.”  It  was  published  in  1936  by  the  Historical 
Committee  of  which  Mabel  Steigerwalt  was  chairman. 

In  his  genealogical  research  into  the  history  of  his  mother’s 
family,  Elias  B.  Leiby0  learned  of  certain  family  traditions  which 
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he  tried  to  authenticate.  He  was  not  always  successful  in  doing 
so,  but  he  left  a  record  of  some  of  the  traditions  which  are  repro¬ 
duced  here  for  whatever  interest  they  may  have.  It  should  be 
carefully  noted  that  what  follows  is  merely  hearsay  or  conjecture. 

Elias  Leiby  learned  that  there  was  a  tradition  in  the  Steiger- 
walt  family  associating  it  with  the  South.  John2,  the  oldest  son  of 
Johann  Friedrich1,  was  completely  lost  track  of  in  Pennsylvania. 
(The  Steigerwalt  Family  History  cited  above  suggests  that  he 
may  have  migrated  to  the  West.)  Elias  had  some  correspondence 
with  the  Reverend  Milton  Stirewalt,  of  the  Lutheran  Seminary  in 
Columbia,  South  Carolina.  The  latter  informed  him  that  his 
ancestor,  John  Stirewalt,  had  come  from  Pennsylvania;  that  this 
ancestor  had  built  a  house  a  few  miles  from  Salisbury,  North 
Carolina,  which  at  the  time  of  the  correspondence  was  still 
standing;  on  its  cornerstone  was  the  date  of  its  erection  —  1805. 
The  Reverend  Mr.  Stirewalt  added  that  settlers  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  came  into  the  Shenandoah  Valley  and  other  valleys  in 
Virginia  along  the  southeasterly  side  of  the  mountains  running 
from  Pennsylvania  through  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  and 
that  New  Market,  Virginia,  was  a  kind  of  pioneers’  haven,  since 
when  they  went  beyond  it  and  were  too  hard  pressed  by  the 
Indians  they  successively  drew  back  to  New  Market. 

It  was  Elias’  belief  that  this  John  Stirewalt  was  the  older 
brother  of  Johann  Petrus2.  To  illustrate  how  the  name  “Steiger¬ 
walt”  might  be  written  as  “Stirewalt”  or  something  similar  in 
eighteenth  century  spelling,  Elias  cites  this  fact:  Carl  Otto 
Steigerwalt  (a  brother  of  Johann  Petrus2  who,  like  the  latter, 
served  in  the  Revolution)  was  in  1768  apprenticed  to  Peter 
Dunkel  of  Greenwich  Township;  in  the  indenture  the  name  is 
spelled  “Stiarwalt”. 

There  was  a  tradition  that  Johann  Petrus2  was  apprenticed 
to  an  uncle  named  Melchior  in  Maryland  or  Virginia,  and  that 
he  was  released  from  the  apprenticeship  by  substituting  for  the 
uncle  in  service  against  the  Indians.  However,  no  evidence  has 
been  found  to  support  this  story.  It  is  said  also  that  Johann 
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Petrus  later  became  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  an  office  of  consider¬ 
able  importance  in  pioneer  days. 

Elias  Leiby  obtained  some  recollections  of  Johann  Petrus2 
from  Mrs.  Hannah  Phelps,  daughter  of  Hannah  Steigerwalt 
Whetstone,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Daniel3  by  his  first  wife, 
Maria  Ruch,  and  hence  a  grand-daughter  of  Johann  Petrus2. 
Maria  Ruch  Steigerwalt  died  when  her  daughter  Hannah  was 
only  eight  months  old.  Hannah  was  reared  by  her  grand-parents, 
Johann  Petrus  and  Christina,  as  if  she  were  their  own  child. 
She  related  that  her  grandfather,  Johann  Petrus,  often  spoke 
proudly  of  having  held  George  Washington’s  horse  for  him  (pre¬ 
sumably  in  Virginia);  and  that  he  used  to  tell  of  great  suffering 
and  hardships  in  service  against  the  Indians. 


DANIEL  L.  AND  MARY  STEIGERWALT  LEIBY 

Father,  Daniel  L.5,  was  a  shoemaker  by  trade.  Until  he 
was  married  at  the  age  of  twenty-six  he  maintained  a  shop  on  the 
homestead  of  his  father,  Daniel4.  Upon  marrying,  he  built  a 
residence  and  shop  some  miles  distant.  Here,  in  West  Penn 
Township,  Dennis,  Susanna,  Emma,  Sarah,  Daniel  and  Jonathan 
were  born.  No  record  of  any  conveyance  of  the  above  premises 
to  Daniel  L.  or  from  him  can  be  found.  There  was  a  conveyance 
by  deed  dated  February  5,  1864  (recorded  in  Book  84,  page 
117)  of  twenty  acres  in  West  Penn  Township,  by  Daniel  Leiby 
and  Susanna  his  wife,  to  William  Zellner.  This  conveyance  was 
of  the  property  actually  owned  by  Daniel  L.5. 

By  deed  dated  April  2,  1864,  recorded  August  18,  1873 
(in  Book  101,  page  201)  Daniel  L.  acquired  the  John  Wummer 
farm  in  Walker  Township.  This  comprised  about  seventy  acres 
lying  about  four  miles  west  of  Tamaqua,  on  the  road  from 
Tamaqua  to  Tuscarora.  Here  the  remaining  children  — 
Amanda,  Mary,  Israel,  Alwena,  and  Elias  —  were  born. 
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Daniel  L.  Leiby  Homestead 
(About  1880) 
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With  the  removal  to  the  farm  in  Walker  Township,  Father 
changed  from  shoemaking  to  farming.  During  the  Civil  War 
he  made  shoes  according  to  government  specifications  and  de¬ 
livered  them  to  the  procurement  department  at  Summit  Hill. 
The  transition  from  making  shoes  by  hand  to  manufacturing 
them  by  machinery  was  then  in  process.  Father  said  he  turned 
from  making  shoes  to  farming  because  of  his  health.  It  may  be 
queried  whether  the  change  was  not  due  to  a  realization  that  the 
hand  production  of  shoes  was  a  thing  of  the  past.  When  he  ac¬ 
quired  the  Wummer  farm,  he  equipped  it  with  the  newest  and 
most  advanced  machines  possible.  He  planted  the  farm  with 
fruit  trees  and  maintained  it  in  excellent  condition. 

Daniel  L.  exemplified  to  an  intensified  degree  certain 
Palatinate  —  Pennsylvania  Dutch  —  traits  and  qualities,  to 
which  was  added  what  might  be  called  a  Puritanical  frigidity. 
He  was  austere  and  exacting  toward  his  children;  he  believed  in 
a  God  meting  out  direct  punishments,  in  a  hell  of  burning 
brimstone;  he  believed  that  keeping  constantly  at  work  from  the 
time  of  waking  in  the  morning  until  falling  asleep  at  night  was 
absolutely  needful  for  one’s  salvation,  and  that  idleness  even  for 
a  moment  led  to  damnation.  When  he  stopped  in  the  field  to  rest 
the  horses,  he  would,  while  they  were  resting,  carry  out  stones  and 
perform  similar  manual  labor.  He  drove  himself  from  early  morn¬ 
ing  until  late  at  night.  The  farm  was  fenced  or  stone-walled  into 
fourteen  fields.  The  fences  and  walls  surrounding  the  fields  had 
to  be  kept  in  a  certain  state  of  repair  and  alignment,  free  from 
weeds  and  wild  growth.  Everything  had  its  place  and  had  to  be 
in  its  place.  Everything  had  to  conform  to  a  certain  standard  and 
be  done  in  a  certain  way,  even  though  that  way  was  not  economi¬ 
cal  as  to  labor  or  remunerative  as  to  profit.  With  some  notable 
exceptions  he  clung  to  old  beliefs,  old  ways,  and  old  things.  One 
might  say  that  he  was  a  man  of  indomitable  will  and  no  imagi¬ 
nation. 

When  he  moved  into  the  valley  which  now  constitutes 
almost  the  whole  of  Walker  Township,  it  and  the  valley  on  the 
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north  side  of  the  mountain  constituted  Schuylkill  Township.  The 
northern  portion  across  the  mountain,  which  is  all  that  is  left  of 
the  original  Schuylkill  Township,  containing  rich  coal  deposits, 
was  predominantly  Irish.  Tuscarora  and  other  towns  in  this  coal 
valley  (vestiges  of  some  of  which  have  since  completely  disap¬ 
peared)  had  then  reached  or  were  approaching  their  zenith.  The 
settlements  of  the  south  portion  (now  Walker  Township)  were 
the  older;  they  were  agricultural,  except  in  the  New  England  area, 
and  they  were  exclusively  Dutch.  At  times  there  were  political 
conflicts  between  the  Dutch  and  Irish  valleys.  The  Irish  out¬ 
numbered  the  Dutch  but  had  not  yet  fully  learned  the  American 
art  of  politics.  Sometimes  the  rivalry  between  the  factions  found 
expression  in  incidents  that  were  not  without  some  humorous 
features.  A  group  of  Irishmen  came  into  a  hotel  on  the  Dutch 
side.  Soon  the  scared  proprietor  sought  refuge  in  a  corner  under 
a  table.  The  Irish  then  took  charge;  some  got  behind  the  bar  and 
acted  as  hosts,  the  others  in  front  became  enthusiastic  and  hilari¬ 
ous  patrons  or  guests.  Two  native  Dutchmen  came  in,  sized  up 
the  situation  and  went  into  action.  The  Irish,  probably  feeling 
that  they  had  had  all  the  fun  there  was  to  be  gotten  out  of  the 
situation,  permitted  themselves  to  be  thrown  out.  Later,  during 
a  long  depression  and  labor  disturbances  in  the  area,  events  took 
on  more  serious  aspects.  Daniel  L.  would  not  brook  anything 
that  savored  of  dictation,  and  would  not  tolerate  any  of  the 
nonsense  of  the  rougher  element.  He  had  the  respect  and  prob¬ 
ably  the  real  regard  of  the  better  class  of  Irish  to  a  higher  degree 
than  did  many  of  his  Dutch  compatriots. 

Three  events  occurred  during  the  youth  and  early  manhood 
of  Daniel  L.  which  no  doubt  greatly  affected  his  attitude  toward 
life.  First:  when  about  ten  years  old,  his  oldest  brother,  about 
fourteen,  while  hunting  on  a  Sunday  was  killed  by  the  accidental 
discharge  of  his  gun.  Second:  his  father,  Daniel4,  was  obliged  to 
pay  a  note  he  had  endorsed,  a  note  for  what  then  and  in  that  area 
was  a  large  amount.  This  broke  him  in  body  and  spirit,  and 
thereafter  he  took  little  interest  in  anything.  Third:  while  Daniel 
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L.  and  his  brother  Reuben,  three  years  younger,  were  repairing 
a  “snake”  fence,  Reuben  shook  the  fence  to  see  how  far  along  its 
line  he  could  make  it  “wiggle”.  A  rail  fell,  causing  him  a  leg 
injury  which  completely  incapacitated  him  for  a  long  period  and 
the  effects  of  which  followed  him  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Susanna,  the  mother  of  Daniel  L.,  sought  to  rear  her 
daughters  on  a  higher  level  of  gentility  than  that  generally  pre¬ 
vailing  in  that  area  among  those  of  like  circumstances. 

To  extract  a  subsistence  out  of  the  semi-wilderness  and  the 
not  too  hospitable,  not  productive  soil,  with  such  farm  tools 
as  were  then  available,  was  a  rugged  and  hard  life  at  its  best.  The 
crops  had  to  be  guarded  against  marauding  wild  fowl  and  ani¬ 
mals. 

A  cumulation  of  events  and  circumstances  caused  Daniel  L. 
from  early  youth  to  view  life  seriously. 

Mother,  Mary  Steigerwalt  Leiby,  died  before  I  was  a  year 
old.  What  I  write  about  her  is  based  on  what  I  saw  in  my  child¬ 
hood  and  youth,  about  the  homestead — what  she  left  behind — 
and  what  I  was  told  by  others. 

Mother  was  gifted  with  mental  and  spiritual  qualities  of 
such  a  nature  that — in  a  time  and  in  a  region  where  a  doctor  was 
frequently  unavailable — her  services  as  a  helper  were  in  demand 
over  a  wide  area.  She  was  always  ready  at  any  hour  of  the  day 
or  night  to  go,  regardless  of  distance  or  of  weather,  to  minister 
to  the  ill,  who  were  oftentimes  in  desperate  straits  with  the  most 
dreaded  diseases.  She  was  most  accomplished  in  all  the  house¬ 
hold  and  domestic  arts,  which  then  included  being  the  family 
seamstress  and  tailor,  the  producing  of  fruits  and  vegetables, 
processing  and  preserving  them  to  supply  the  family  during  the 
year,  as  well  as  caring  for  the  poultry  and  some  of  the  domestic 
animals. 

Mother  was  reputed  to  have  been  an  outstanding  hostess, 
entertaining  not  a  few  visitors,  relatives  and  others.  Many 
years  later,  visiting  Uncle  Peter  Steigerwalt  and  Aunties  Salome, 
Flora,  and  Catherine  residing  together  on  the  old  Grandfather 
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Steigerwalt  homestead,  I  found  them  most  gracious  hosts.  Upon 
my  admiring  some  peonies  and  other  flowers  in  the  old-fashioned 
flower  bed,  Aunt  Catherine  said:  “Your  mother  planted  them, 
we  kept  them.” 

Father  never  tired  of  lauding  the  accomplishments  and 
industry  of  Mother.  My  oldest  brother  Dennis  told  me  that  not¬ 
withstanding  all  difficulties,  Mother  managed  Father  and  got  for 
the  home,  the  house,  and  the  children,  what  she  wanted.  Little 
new  was  brought  onto  the  farm  and  practically  nothing  into  the 
house  after  her  death.  Taking  everything  as  she  left  it — her 
clothes,  the  farm,  the  house,  its  furnishings — I  believe  all  were 
well  above  the  average  and  probably  equal  to  any  in  the  com¬ 
munity. 

Father,  characteristically  Palatinate,  was  greatly  attached  to 
the  place  of  his  birth.  He  had  his  heart  set  on  acquiring  his 
father’s  homestead.  English  was  as  little  used  in  that  area  as  if 
an  ocean  separated  it  from  English-speaking  people.  Mother 
took  the  firm  position  that  our  country  was  going  to  be  an  Eng¬ 
lish-speaking  country,  and  that  she  would  not  have  her  children 
reared  in  a  region  where  English  was  not  spoken.  Her  stand  on 
this  point  determined  the  sending  of  the  children  to  the  more  dis¬ 
tant  New  England  school  (nearer  to  Tamaqua),  where  the 
majority  of  the  pupils  could  neither  speak  nor  understand  the 
Dutch  dialect.  Mother’s  bent  for  English  contacts  also  deter¬ 
mined  the  affiliation  in  Tamaqua  with  the  St.  John’s  Reformed 
Church,  even  though  there  the  morning  services  then  were  in 
High  German.  Mother  had  been  baptised  and  confirmed  as  a 
Lutheran.  The  Steigerwalts  generally  are  Lutherans. 

The  childhood,  youth,  and  early  life  of  Father  and  Mother 
were  more  closely  associated  with  pioneer  days  than  most  of  the 
present  generation  can  imagine.  Just  east  of  the  corner  of  Broad 
and  Greenwood  Streets,  its  whitewashed  log  walls  partially  vis¬ 
ible  from  Broad  St.,  stands  half  of  the  log  house,  the  first  house  in 
Tamaqua,  which  was  built  in  1801  by  Burkhardt  Moser,  great¬ 
grandfather  of  Cousin  Hannah  Phelps.  When  Hannah’s  grand- 
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mother  Barbara  Moser  married  John  Whetstone  in  the  log  house 
on  Christmas  Day  in  1820,  it  was  the  first  wedding  performed  in 
Tamaqua.  Father  in  his  youth  made  trips  from  West  Penn  into 
the  Catawissa  Valley  to  get  roofing  shingles,  passing  through 
where  Mahanoy  City  and  Shenandoah  are  now  located;  in  one 
of  these  places  there  were  then  two  houses  and  in  the  other  three. 
He  saw  the  building  of  the  Little  Schuylkill  Railroad,  now  part  of 
the  Philadelphia  &  Reading,  from  Tamaqua  to  Port  Clinton,  and 
its  two  trains  a  day,  loaded  with  coal,  one  following  the  other, 
running  down  in  the  morning  and  back  in  the  evening.  Father 
said  he  had  only  three  months’  schooling.  His  reading  was  almost 
exclusively  in  German,  and  consisted  almost  entirely  of  the  Bible, 
religious  works,  and  a  German  weekly  newspaper.  His  writing 
was  in  German  script.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  extent  of 
Mother’s  schooling.  By  the  time  I  realized  their  pertinence,  many 
facts  as  well  as  sources  of  information  were  beyond  reach.
